Jas. Brenton, 50 years old, and for 
the past twenty-five y<;ars employed by 
the Bairstow Coal company of Wauke- 
gan and during later years foreman of 
their coal docks, plunged to his death in 
the dark shortly after 6 o'clock Monday 
night as he was walking along one of 
the trestles in the coal sheds. 

The fatal accident was not discovered 
until nearly twenty minutes had elaps- 
ed between the time when the fall must 
have happened when the lifeless body 
was found by Charles Bairstow. 

Brenton had been working on one of 
the derricks. at the dock and when 6 
o'clock arrived he turned the lights out 
in the shed and started to come down. 
His long experience at the docks made 
him familiar with everp step in and 
around the high tracks and he always 
turned the lights out and climbed down 
in the dark. 

It is believed that, as he was walking 
along the tracks, he either misjudged a 
step or stumbled over, a piece of coal. 
Twenty feet below there. was a small 
pile of coal. This the unfortunate man 
struck on his head and shoulder, frac- 
ture his skull and breaking several 
bones in his face. 

The other employes of the dock were 
getting ready to start for home when 
one of them noticed Brenton was miss- 

ing." " . 

"He must have gone home," Bair- 
stow averred as he- prepared to leave. 

"There is his coat and hat," another 
worker said, pointing to the garments

Stove Factory at Silverlake 

The Graf Stove & Range Co ; , is the 
name of the new concern that is erect- 
ing a large stove factory in the village 
of Silverlake. Construction work was 
commenced the tirst of last month and 
the buildings will be ready for occu- 
pancy the last of this month. 

The company was organized with a 
capital stock of $100,000 with H. J. 
Graf and Theo. H. Graf of Louisville, 
Ky., as the principal stockholders. A 
large number of shares were sold to 
residents of Silverlake and surrounding 
county.

The company purchased two acres of 
land just north of the village near the 
Soo line and Chicago and Northwestern 
railroads.

They are built of a 
combination of tile orickupto a heighth 
of 20 feet and the roof and rest of the 1 
construction of frame. Running the 
entire length of the building are large 
skylights, which face the west. There 
are also many windows on all four sides 
thus affording excellent light and ven- 
tilation. 



The first national conference of ex 
perts in hoof and mouth disease will be 
held in Chicago November 29 and 30. 

The department of agriculture is 
sending out the call for the gathering 
with a view of decidingon plans to wipe 
out the disease. The federal govern- 
ment and each state is expected to have 
official representation, along with the 
packers, the stockyards, the breeders' 
associations, and banking interests in- 
timately concerned with stock raising. 
If accurate figures could -be given 
the shifts in the stock industry of the 
country as a result of the hoof and 
mouth epidemic would be startling. 
Department of agriculture officials say I 
that thn business is moving westward 
with great rapidity, and they attribute 
this to the fact that the epidemic has 
taken business away from tne for- 
mer leading markets of the county. 
Chicago has been the chief sufferer 
because Illinois, according to federal 
authorities, has been least disposed to 
realize the seriousness of the situation. 
Today practically the only state under 
a federal quarantine is Illinois,and that 
is in large part because some of the 
local courts in that state have been 
willing to interfere with the enforce-

Tho other end of tho cylinder 
Is hollow and contains a supply of 

permanganate of potash crystals, ono

Among summer blossoms none are 
greater favorites than the. syringa or 
mock orange, the flowers toeing as fra- 
grant, as beautiful. While tho shrub 
ltsolf is perfectly hardy, late frosts 
sometimes kill 'tho buds; and an ob- 
serving grower gives tub rule that 
there will bo orange .blossoms when 
there aro peaches. 

Calycanthus ib a curious shrub, the 
brownish blossom being I odorous of 
strawberries; .yet v/ith sol many beau- 
tiful as well as fragrant blossoms it 
could scarcely head tho list. 

Purple fringe is an odd plant, the 
name smoko tree perhaps more ac- 
curately' describing tho. appearance 
after midsummer, when tho pedicles 
lengthen, branch and bear long, plumy 
hairs, either greenish or, tinged -with 
red. 

Tho splgelia is handscjme when In 
bloom, the tubular biossoims of white, 
rose or purple being produced In pro- 
fusion. A variety with leaves varie- 
gated with gold is .especially pleasing. 
Instead of planting in • rows, thb 
fancy is now to group the shrubs nnd 
tho flowers for cutting. Place the tall- 
er ones in tho rear wltli the snorter 
ones in front. 

Arrange that tho blooming season 
shall be prolonged throughout the sum- 
mer, and see that no two specimens 
with blossoms which do not harmonize 
in color shall be in bloom side by side 
at tho same time. .

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Washington, Oct. 13. — President 
"Wilson for the iirst time bitterly at- 
tacked hyphenated Americans who 
Bought to stir up trouble for the 
United States. His attack was made 
in a stirring address on Monday before 
. the Daughters of American Revolution, 
who celebrated the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the founding of their so- 
ciety. The president's fiancoe, Mrs. 
Norman Gait, and her mother, Mrs. 
Boiling, were in the audience. 

"I would a great deal rather draw 
pepper up my nose than incur the hos- 
tlllty and dislike of my neighbors." 
the president said. "Anything is prefer- 
able to ostracism. This is just the 
sort of discipline should be meted out 
to those within our boni'Grs who do 
not think of America first. 

"Now we have come to a time of 
special stress and test," the president 
declared. "There never was a time 
when we needed more clearly to con- 
serve the principles of our own plat- 
form than this present time. There 
have been some among us who have 
not thought first of America, who have 
thought to use the might of America 
in -some matter not of America's 
originative and they have forgotten 
that the first duty of a nation Is to 
express its principles in the action of 
the family of nations and not to seek 
to aid and abet any rival or contrary 
ideal. 

"I would not be afraid upon the 
test of 'America first* to take a census 
of all foreign-born citizens of the 
"United States, for I know that the 
vast majority of them came here be- 
cause they believe in America. I 
am not deceived as to the balance of 
opinion among the foreign-born citi- 
zens, but I am in a hurry to have an 
opportunity to have a llnc-up and 
-let the men who are thinking first 
of other countries to stand on one 
side— biblically, it should bo the left

Thus the crucial field of 
wnrfare has shifted from the French 
and Russian fronts to the Balkan pen- 
insula, where German success would 
mean realization of Emperor Wil- 
liam's ambitions for expnnslon toward 
India and Asia. 



Experts to Plan Action at First Na- 
tional Conference to Be Held 
at Chicago. 

Washington, Oct. 9.— The first na- 
tional conference of experts in hoof- 
and-mouth disease will be held In Chi- 
cago November 20 and 27. 

The department of agriculture Is 
sending out the call for the gathering 
with a view of deciding on plans jto 
wipe out the disease. The federal gov- 
ernment and each state is expected 
to have olllcial representation, along 
with the packers, the stockyards, tho 
breeders, associations, and banking 
interests intimately concerned wlith 
stock raising. > , 

If accurate figures could be gi^en 
the shifts In the stock industry of the 
country as a result of the hoof-and- 
mouth epidemic would be startling. 
Department of agriculture officials Bay 
that the business Is moving westward 
with great rapidity, and they attribute 
this to the fact that the epidemic has 
taken business away f.-om the former 
lending markets of the country. 

Today practically the only state un- 
der a federal quarantine Is Illinois, 
and that. Is In large part because some 
of the local courts In that state have 
been willing to interfere with the en- 
forcement of the federal regulations. 

Great sections of the live-stock yards 
In Chicago, as they were described 1 by 
federal officials recently, are cleaner 
than ever since they were constructed, 
but there is no business going on Ibo- 
cause nobody can ship out of there.

EMBARGO IS BELIEVED NEAR 



Villa and Ljeao^ers of Otlicr Factions 
Will Be Unatyle to Obtain Munitions 
—Skinner Expected to Be Appointed 
Ambassador to RepubWc. 



Washington, (Oct. 12.— A formal an- 
nouncement was mado on Saturday 
by the secretary of state following a 
Pan-American , conference which as- 
sures the recognition of Gen. Venus- 
tiano Carranzaj as president de facto, 
of Mexico. 

Here Ib the statement issued by Mr. 
Lansing. j . 

"The conferees, after caroful con- 
sideration of tho facto, have found that 
the Carranzista, party is tho only party 
possessing itho , essentials for recogni- 
tion as the] do facto government of 
Mexico, and they havo bo reported to 
their respective governments." 

In accordance with UiIb decision the 
United States Immediately will accred- 
it a diplomatic representative to Gen- 
eral Carranza. 

It is believed! in Washington the Eu- 
ropean govenrpents will follow the 
lead of tho United States. 

The president is considering Rob- 
ert P. Sklnnerf, who has been with- 
drawn as consul general In Loudon 
because of British objections to the 
character of trade reports he submit- 
ted to tho 'state department, for ap- 
pointment aB ambassador to tho Car- 
ranza government 

Diplomatic relations thus being re- 
stored betWeon the United States and 
Mexico, as [ presided over by General 
Carranza, Pres'ident Wilson will enter 
into negotiations for settlement of the 
various questions which have' arisen 
as a resulf. of the revolutions that 
have devastated the neighborhood "re- 
public." I 

It will bo tiio president's duty, In 
accordance 'with the obligations to the 
head of a 'friendly state, to prevent 
the United ' States from serving as a 
base ior revolutionary movements. 

He will lssuo a proclamation reap- 
plying tho embargo on munitions, as 
far as Mex/.co 'la concerned. 

In other 'words, General Villa Is no 
longer to enjoy any 8Upport from this 
country.
